Miss Cory, the llrst speaker for 
China, said that China was a newly 
born nation, the creation of a new 
civilization and that the next few 
years would be the most critical oties 
for her. 

Yuan-Shni-Kal, the president of the 
Chinese Republic, has already realized 
the need of Christianity In the choice 
bt China's destiny, and ho Is very 
much In sympathy with Christian! 
movements, although he himself Is not 
a Christian. 

Miss Cory also stated thai the con- 
dition of women in China was chang- 
ing. The Chinese woman is taking her 
place more and more on an equal foot- 
ing with the men. Therefore the In- 
ternational Conference, with tho gov- 
ernment so favorable, would hear great 
fruit there. 

.Miss Itcxford, the Ural speaker for 
India, said that commerce, science and 
learning were going to India, and that 
with these new interests the students 
were seeing the faults In their own re- 
ligion, and were turning atheists for 
the lack of something better to fall 
back upon. Such a. conference as this 
would. Indeed, have a great Influence 
on the students. 

Miss Halkwell, the next speaker for 
China, corroborated Miss Cory's state- 
ments on China's emergence from tin- 
old to the new, and made a very strong 
appeal, as China was leading the 
' Orient. 

I Miss Douglas, the lasi speaker, gave

cessity was clearly established by the 
prevalence of unfairness of various 
forms which are clearly enumerated in 
"The l'ode of Principles," given in an- 
other part of this article. Unfairness 
..écume to aggravated last year that the 
faculty wire ready to act stringently 
in an attempt to correct it, when a 
movement was commenced by the Ar- 
chitectural Bocli ty, under the able lead- 
ership of a, Edward Brumbaugh, who 

was then president of the Society, to 
raise the standard of fairness and hon- 
esty among the nun of the depart' 
meut. 

A committee was appointed to study 

the subject of honour systems, with the 
view of presenting one to the student 
body tor adoption. There was little 
unity among the members of this com* 
mittee regarding the adoption of any 
system which required repeated pledges 

on the. part of the individual, because 
it seemed to assail the honour of a man 
every time a ipilz was taken, and In Id 
him lor only one form Of unfairness, 
and mildly assumed that he would 
''crib" if he was not compelled to give 
his word each particular time, After 
much study and many compromises the 
committee ttnully agreed upon a system 
which seemed to cover all forms of un- 
fairness and did not seem to assail the 
self-respect of thé individual. 

It was presented to the student body- 
In a mass meeting and thoroughly ex- 
plained by Mr. Brumlaugh, and after 
a brief discussion was adopted by a 
three to one vide; but before going In- 
to effect the faculty required the slg- 

natlires of 78 per cent, of every class, 

as a pledge of good faith.

In what was undoubtedly the best 
attended, best conducted, and most 
closely contested meet yet held be- 
tween McGIU and the M. A. A. A., 
tile wearers of the Red and White de- 
feated the winged wheel glove and 
mat artists with a niarg'u oi 2;

McGill, 12; M. A. A, A., 10. 

Roughly speaking, the wrestling 
went to McGIU and the boxing to M. 
A. A. A. There were six bouts of 
the former variety, and of these five 
were carried off by McGill. In box- 
ing there were i contests, of which 
lour fell to the lot of the M. A. A.

IDE LINE COACHING SHOULD 
BE ABOLISHED. SAYS EXPERT 

Rule Against Practice Is Seriously Violated— Steps Are Not Like- 
ly, However, to be Taken Against It 



A very Interesting article has been 
written b>' Edward rt. Bushnell re- 
garding the evils of sldp tine coaching. 
He regrets that It Is unlikely that the 
Intercollegiate Football Rules Commit- 
tee which meet on February 6th, have 
taken no action to eliminate Its abuse. 

There Is a rub against this evil, but 
It Is practically . deadletler. Coaches 
pay just as little attention to it as 
they dare, and >ven the best officials 
wink at its violation unless It becomes 
too migrant. Th'- rule covering it Is 
as follows! 

Rule 25, Section I. There shall 
be no coaching either by substl-' 
tutes or by any other person not * 
participating In the game. 

Note.-- The committee would 
point out that every effort should 
be made to prevent this, as the 
practice is n« t in the lest Interest 
of the sport. 

The ptnaltj for this offense Is a loss 
of 15 yards to the offending team, But 
It Is very rare, Indeed, that the penalty 
Is ever Inflicted, yet !f It were actually 
glvtn every time :> coach signals a play 
from tio side lines, or a substitute c ar- 
es a me»«ug« from the coach to the 
Id gem ml, a good many teams would 
several hundred ^-irds In every 
;sme through penalties alone. 
The writer contends that there is 
only one way to correct this evil. That 
Is by ad'.pilng the same rule concern- 
ing coach' s that Is enforced by the I. 
C. A. A. A. A. for Its track and 
field championships, and which has 
n suggested In a slightly different 



form by the American Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association for the conduct of 
baseball. It Is that coaches he ex- 
cluded from the field of action. At the 
I. 0. A. A. A. A. games not a 
coach or trainer Is allowed within tin 
track, or to speak to athletes from the 
stands. Kvery man must run his own 
race, and If he wins it Is because he Is 
the better man. 

IK>W THE TRICK 18 WORKED. 
I have se«n many a big football game 
in which there was a series of signals 
flashed from the coach on the Bide line 
to the quarterback on the Held, order- 
ing practically a whole series of plays. 
This abuse Is not conlined to any 
particular university. All of them are 
alike guilty, only some do It more open- 
ly than Others. Different Coaches have 
different ways of signalling. They do 
It by the removal of the hat, the In- 
clining of the head or the shuffling of 
the feet But that they do it no one 

win deny. 

All amateur sport Is based on th" 
assumption that It Is a fair contest be- 
twecn the teams themselves without 
outside aid. When a couch Isj allowed 
to stand on the side lines and direct 
the play the players are like so many 
chess men, moved about at his direc- 
tion. CeasCS to be a contest between 

plaj but rather becomes one be- 
tween two coaches. 

There Is Just one way to correct this, 
and that Is to pass a rule keeping 
coaches off the side Unis, limiting them

The association shall hold each year 
on the evening of the tirnt Saturday In 
.March an Indoor athletic meeting. The 
object c.f this meeting shall be, not for 
the purpose of ascertaining the cham- 
pion member of the association, or of 
awarding a championship <>r champion* 
ships, but for the purpose of bringing 
together each year In some central lo- 
cality the athletes and their support- 
ers In an athletic and social gathering. 

The eligibility for contestants In this 
meeting shnll be the same as that for

n. lil championship inciting. 

There shall be no championship cup

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Germs Used in Destroying 
Sewerag e, Says Pro f. Starkey 

He Shows Two Ways in Which They Arc Used, and Says There 
Is a Third Way Which Has Heretofore Proved a Failure 
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VOCATIONS 

The choice of a vocation is a difficult thing. 

Regarding the choice of a life work, we would suggest two 
things. 

In the first place, the matter of likes should play an important 
part. One's likes and one's abilities usually go together. A calling 
therefore for which one's abilities are the greatest, should be select- 
ed . A man's "bent" should influence his life decision. 

Again, let a vocation be chosen which tends towards the largest 
human usefulness. The greatest s atisfaction that man can have lies 
in the thought that what little he does plays its part in the uplift of 
the race. 

The question of what degree of preliminary training shoufd pre- 
cede a young man's selection enters in. The general education may 
fittingly go to the extent of helping the young man to find himself. 

It should be so broad that he can relate himself to other men 
and other interests than his own. It should be deep enough to teach 
tfte principles of life and humanity. It should be high enough to give 
a sense of the noblest relationships. 

Thus he prepares himself for a vocational service of an effi- 
ciency not of the common type, bu t of unique value. Thus, also, he 
becomes a more worthy member o f society. He becomes a larger 
man. 

Let every man be efficient. Let every young man prepare him- 
self for the highest degree of efficiency. But let not efficiency be 
bought at the cost of largest manhood. 



Dr. Starkey In his last lecture of 
the Hygiene series told of how germs 
were deposited in the sewerage to 
break it up and rapidly to liquefy it. 

There were two ways of feeding 
crudo sewage to the germs, one be- 
ing the addition of u coagulate to 
the sewage, which was known us 
the chemical precipitation process. 
This secured a clear effluent, but 
the disadvantage was the precipita- 
tion of the solids In the form of sludge, 
which through a good fertilizer, was 
not liehl in favor by farmers, so that 
it was Impossible to dispose of Uio 
thousands of tons which accumulated, 
Or. Starkey knew of only one muni* 
cipallty, Kingston-on-Thames, near 
London, where this method was suc- 
cessfully practiced. 

The other and more successful me- 
thod was by subjecting the sewage 
to the action of the anaerobic germs 
for about IS .hours in air-tight sep- 
tic tunks where all solids were dis- 
solved. The resultant liquid was 
then exposed to the aerobes, this or- 
iginal methods being Known as the 
land treatment, which in fuel had 
been nature's method of disposing of 
sewage ever since man appeared on 
earth, 

Sometimes the crude sewage was 
applied to the soil, without first sub- 
mitting ii tu (he liquefying action of 
the anaerobic germs. There was*., 
however, a limit to the amount of 
sewage which ordinary soil could 
dispose of, and when too much was 
applied the soil became "sewage- 
tick." Farmers recognized this prin- 
ciple when they regulated the am- 
ount of manure fertilizer applied to 
a given area of land, as the soil 
could digest only a corluln propor- 
tion of tlie manure. When too much 
sewage was applied to the soil, the 
surface became covered with solids 
which prevented the air and the aer- 
obic germs from penetrating the 
soil, and so the germ process was 
not accomplished, and roughly speak- 
ing, not more than 4.0UO to 5,000 
gallons of sewage per acre could be 
treated by the soil method. If the 
sewage was In liquid form, clarified 
l'y the anaerobic germs, the soil 
was penetrated more quickly. It had 
bien found, however, that much more 



sutisfactoy and expeditious résulta 
rould bo obtained by the constue- 
tion of contact beds from such mat- 
erials as coke or clinkers which by 
their large interstices permitted the 
free circulation of air, the multipli- 
cation of aerobes, and the rapid pcr- 
colatlon of the liquid effluent. When 
the sewage was equally distributed 
over these contact beds, the result 
was little short of miraculous, for 
In the two or three minutes requir- 
ed for the liquid to trickle through 

the. 'beds, the billions of aerobic 
germs performed their task of re- 
solving the dissolved solids Into their 
end products, and the effluent was 
absolutely clear water, free from all 
organic matter. 

Tills water, however, still con- 
tained germs, although the removal 
of the solids deprived the germs «o* 
their natural food, and .10 resulted 
quickly in their diminution by more 
than half. To secure complete pur- 
ification of the effluent, the same 
methods might be employed an al- 
ready described for the purification 
of drinking water supplies. The wa- 
ter could be filtered by the slow 
sand filtration process, but this was 
so expensive that It was practically 
never used. 

The remaining method was hy 
chlorlnatlon with chloride of lime, 

which was n powerful disinfectant 
and germicide. Or. Starkey pointed 
out, 'however, tho common fallacy 
held by many that chlorlnatlon was 
a sufficient means for treating raw 
sewage. The c.hlorlno gus, he. ex- 
plained, always attacked the solids 
before It attacked the germs, and so 
If only a limited amount of chloride 
was Introduced, It expended its force 
upon the solids, and tho germs es- 
caped. To kill tho germs under these 
conditions It was necessary to use 
an enormous amount of chloride and 

even then there was no certainty 
that all would be destroyed, us the 
chlorine could not penetrate the larg- 
er musses of solid matter. Treat- 
ment of crude sewage by chlorlnatlon, 
declared the lecturer, had therefore 
proven an absolute failure. For the 
same reason it was Impossible to 
completely purify by chlorlnatlon my 
lake or river water Into which crude 
sewage hud been Introduced.

COACHES EXPERIMENT. 

There Is only one objection to such 
rule. It Is that many coaches use the 
preliminary games largely to trv out 
their men and like to be in a position 
Whore they can remove players if they 
see they are not making good. Hut if 
the captain alone were empowered to 
make substitutions and couches had to 
limit their instructions to before the 
game and between the halves they 
would still be able to control the game 
sufficiently for their purposes. Side- 
line coaching Is an evil that cries aloud 
for reform, and the suggestion made 
herewith, If carried out. would da tlie 
gam.: more good than all the legisla- 
tion the committee lias passed in the 
last live years.
